Some years ago, when stationed on 
the coast of West Africa, I bought a 
gray parrot, which

Poor, poor Polly!” in such 
doleful accents that my wrath was in­ 
variably converted into laughter, in 
which the bird joined with great 
gusto. 
Sometimes I would yell to the 
boy and say: 
“Coffee, take this in­ 
fernal bird away!” and all down the 
confider, like the very echo of my 
voice, would come: 
“Take this in­ 
fernal bird away, bird away!” 
“Polly” af ter a while became quite 
a character, and I was offered con­ 
siderable sums for him, but I decided 
to take him home and make him a 
present to the “governor.” Of course, 
on shipboard he was among the sail­ 
ors, and equally, of course, he earned 
quite a number of commands inciden­ 
tal to their calling, together with a 
less desirable accompaniment of bad 
language. 
When I got him home to 
an imaginary crew to “square away 
the main brace,” and various other 
nautical feats was a caution to snakes,

Some French m is­ 
sionaries, who had braved the law of 
th e country and boldly advanced into 
th e native cities, were horribly m assa­ 
cred in 1866, and a French expedition 
sen t to chastise the Coreans ascended 
th e b'eoul river and attacked several 
fo rt1- but lo st so heavily th a t the ex - 
p ed .lio n sailed aw ay w ithout having 
acco aplished the end aimed at, and 
h avin g left the Corean soldiers w ith 
th e im pression 
that the foreigner 
cou ld not fight, and that the Corean 
w a s in vin cib le 
In the same year an 
American 
schooner, the General Sherman, chart­ 
ered by a British trader, sailed for 
C hina on an experim ental voyage of 
trad e and discovery. 
The vessel en­ 
tered the Ta-tong river and never re­ 
turned. 
It w as burned by natives, 
and those on board were slaughtered 
to the last man. 
On the new s of this 
m assacre being received Commander— 
n ow Rear Admiral—R. W. Schufeldt, 
■visited the peninsula w ith the war 
steam er W achusett on a m ission of in 
quiry. 
No satisfaction, how ever, w as 
obtained, and a sim ilar m ission, under 
Com m ander Febiger, of the Shenan­ 
doah, despatched a few m onths later, 
proved equally barren. 
Finally, in 
1871, our A siatic squadron, consisting 
o f the flagship Colorado, the corvettes 
A laska and Benicia, w ith the gunboats 


any large body of them from gettin g 
into close quarters w ith our men. 
Presently, 
at a signal previously 
agreed upon, 
the firing 
from the 
M onocacy ceased, and amid a hail of 
bullets 
from 
the enem y our men 
sprang up the steep incline to attack 
the citadel. 
They swarm ed over the 
ram parts or through the breaches,and 
in a tw in k lin g were at close quarters 
w ith the defending garrison. 
The 
Coreans fou gh t stubbornly to the last 
w ithout asking for quarter, and were 
all of them slain. 
A fter that the re­ 
m aining subsidiary forts were soon 
captured, and fifty flags and 481 pieces 
of artillery fell into the hands of the 
conquerors, 
The citadel w as named 
Fort McKee, in honor of the g a lla n t 
young officer who w as th s first over 
the parapet. 
The defeat of 1871 probably rendered 
the Coreans more 
ready 
to treat 
peaceably w ith foreigners than they 
were before. 
In any case the hour for 
opening up the country was at hand. 
The process began in 1876, when a 
treaty w as made* w ith Japan. A party 
of Japanese sailors, w hile landing for 
w ater on R ang-w a island, were mis­ 
taken for Am ericans or Frenchm en 
and were fired upon by a neighboring

under Rear Admiral Rodgers, to Co­ 
rean waters. 
It w as in tend cd to secure a treaty 
for the protection of Am ericans ship­ 
w recked on the coast of Corea, to in. 
quire into the Gen. Sherm an affair 
and to obtain if possible a treaty of 
com m erce. 
Peaceful 
negotiations, 
how ever, 
proved to be impossible. 
T h e natives garrisoned the forts along 
th e river and prepared to make thin gs 
h o t for the foreigners should they at­ 
tem pt to ascend the river tow ard the 
capital. 
A survey expedition, under 
C apt Horner Blake, consisting of the 
M onocacy and Palos, w ith four steam 
launches, w as sent up the river. W hen 
th ey were close to R ang-w a island the 
Corean 
batteries, containing 
som e 
e ig h ty guns, 
suddenly opened fire 
upon them. 
The redoubt w as in­ 
sta n tly wrapped in a sh eet of flames, 
discharging in a few seconds about 
three hundred shots. 
One account 
sa y s th at these rasped the w ater like 


Chemulpo,

open to 
Japanese commerce, all other nations 
being 
excluded from the 
benefits 
granted to Japan. 
In the m eantim e, 
China, 
w hich has alw ays regarded

act this hold of her inveterate enem y, 
encouraged, if not actually instigated, 
foreign pow ers to follow in the fo o t­ 
steps of Japan in concluding treaties 
w ith th is “herm it kingdom ,” and it

Admiral 
Shufeldt led the way and successfully 
carried through a treaty betw een the 
U nited States and Corea in 1882. Later 
on com m ercial treaties were also n e­ 
gotiated by Great Britain, Germany, 
France, Russia and Italy.
